Tin* conditions under wt\^ h huh 
school ihipils may withdraw from th* 
Washington school for work on the 
farm, work in munitions plant* or f<*r 
other work calculated to ald in the 
product lo no? food or for w ar service, 
have been drafted hy Supt McClain. 
who requires absolute proof of work 
before permitting withdrawal 
Up to the present time the number 
of pupils withdrawing has been very 
light, or. to Im exact, four have ap­ 
plied for permission to work on th** 


farm. 
Consent of parents must he filed, to 
gather with report* from the employ 
cr of the student showing that he Is 
working regularly. 
The conditions governing the with-1 
drawa! ar* 
herewith given in full: 
I. On account of the need* of the 
nation at this time any student ean 
withdraw for tin* purpose of helping 
to increase the acreage or yield of any 
foodstuff, increase th* output of an> 
of the mines, work In munitions fie- 
tories, or aid in transportation of any 
such materials. 
"2. 
AH 
students 
withdrawing for 
above reason* shall not lose their 
rank 
in school anti 
shall have the 
privilege of taking all examination* 
at the regular aemester examinations 
or shall have the privilege of a spec 
tai at the beginning of th** next school 


year. 
” 3. Htudents having no gride below 
85 with an average of 90 in deport­ 
ment shall be promoted without ex 
amination at the end of this year. Stu­ 
dents who are in th** examinations as 
indieat***! by their grades at the time 
of their withdrawal etui take the ex 
am ination* as mentioned above. Those 
not taking such examinations when re 
quired will be marked failures.
